(AP) —  All  but  a  few  of  the  nation’s  160,000  striking  coal  miners 
ignored  a  federal  back-to-work  order  Monday,  and  the  handful 
who  returned  to  the  mines  had  virtually  no  effect  on  coal  produc¬ 
tion. 

In  Pennsylvania,  hundreds  of  club-carrying  pickets  took  to  a 
road  in  a  150-car  caravan  to  shut  down  non-union  mines.  But  most 
other  areas  were  quiet,  with  union  mines  remaining  idle  even  in 
the  absence  of  picKets. 

It  was  the  first  real  test  of  whether  the  United  Mine  Workers 
rank  and  file  will  obey  a  Taft-Hartley  court  order  obtained  last 
Thursday  by  President  Carter. 

But  with  the  order  still  not  in  full  effect  in  some  areas,  a  Justice 
Department  spokesman  in  Washington  said  there  would  be  no 
hasty  action  to  force  compliance.  Spokesman  Mark  Sheehan  said 
the  administration  expects  miners  to  gradually  return  to  work  this 
week. 

Meanwhile,  bargainers  for  the  union  and  coal  companies  took  a 
pause  in  negotiations  in  Washington.  They  reported  some  progress 
over  the  weekend,  but  said  they  were  not  on  the  verge  of  a  settle¬ 
ment.  Each  side  used  the  day  to  work  on  its  own  positions  on 
specific  issues. 

Since  the  strike  began  Dec.  6,  rebellious  union  officers  and  rank 
and  file  members  had  already  scuttled  two  tentative  settlements 
on  grounds  that  they  eroded  union  medical  benefits,  did  not 
equalize  pension  benefits  among  old  and  younger  retired  miners, 
and  allowed  companies  to  discipline  those  who  lead  wildcat 
strikes. 

The  strike,  which  was  in  its  98th  day  Monday,  has  cut  national 
coal  production  in  half,  forced  power  companies  in  much  of  the 
Midwest  and  mid-Atlantic  regions  to  ask  for  or  order  power  conser¬ 
vation,  and  thus  led  to  tens  of  thousands  of  layoffs. 

Last  Thursday,  a  federal  judge  granted  the  Carter  administra¬ 
tion  a  temporary  back-to-work  order  under  tbe  Taft-Hartley  Law, 
and  by  Monday  the  Justice  Department  said  the  necessary  papers 
had  been  served  on  virtually  all  UMW  locals  in  the  country. 

Over  the  weekend,  and  on  Monday,  local  union  leaders  were  per¬ 
forming  their  legal  duty  to  pass  the  word  on  to  members,  and  to 
have  mines  inspected  by  union  safety  committees  —  a  step  needed 
for  reopening. 

But  while  union  leaders  and  locals  can  be  penalized  for  failure  to 
comply,  there  is  no  mechanism  for  forcing  individual  miners  back 
to  work.  And  at  most  mines  that  reopened  Monday,  no  miners 
showed  up. 

Even  when  miners  did  report,  there  were  usually  too  few  to  form 
maintenance  or  mining  crews,  and  the  companies  sent  them  home.

Most  Utah  coal  miners  remain  home 


PRICE,  Utah  (AP)  —  Striking  coal 
miners  in  Utah  generally  remained 
home  Monday  despite  a  federal  back- 
to-work  order  aimed  at  resuming  coal 
production  while  negotiations  continue 
to  end  the  three  month-old  strike. 

Wayne  Jensen,  a  ^okesman  for  Un¬ 
ited  Mine  Workers  District  22,  said  a 
number  of  union  local  officers  went  to 
work  Monday  in  compliance  with  the 
Taft-Hartley  order,  but  not  rank-and- 
file  members. 

At  the  Braztah  mine  near  Helper, 
company  spokesman  Paul  Laymen 
said  a  few  miners  showed  up  Monday, 
saw  no  other  miners  there,  and  then 
left. 


company  employees 
came  to  work,  but  Bill  Jones,  UMW 
District  22  president,  said  late  Monday 
he  understood  not  enough  miners  were 
available  to  resume  production. 

Jones  said  about  a  dozen  miners  had 
gone  back  to  work.  He  said  the  district 
is  continuing  to  pay  for  radio  announ¬ 
cements  urging  union  members  to  obey 
the  order. 

The  district  is  also  making  the  same 
plea  in  letters  to  the  locals,  he  said. 

Asked  why  more  of  the  2,300  striking 
miners  in  Utah  hadn’t  chosen  to  obey 
the  order,  Jones  said:  “I  think  most  of 


our  people  are  watching  the  contract 
negotiations.  If  they  see  a  settlement  is 
going  to  be  reached,  this  may  change 
their  minds  a  little  bit.” 

A  Carbon  County  Sheriffs  deputy 
said  late  Monday  there  had  been  no 
reports  of  violence  or  vandalism 
related  to  the  strike,  which  began  Dec. 
6. 

The  back-to-work  order  stipulates 
that  coal  miners  who  picket  or 
otherwise  try  to  disrupt  working  mines 
could  be  fined  or  jailed,  but  UMW 
members  who  simply  stay  home  could 
avoid  punishment.

Write -in  candidates  join  race 


Two  PresidentiaWice  Presidential  teams  have 
entered  the  ASBYU  final  elections  as  write-in  can¬ 
didates,  John  Gibbons,  Election  Committee  chair¬ 
man,  said  Monday. 

The  teams  of  Mark  Mugleston/Randy  Hatch  and 
Lynn  Grebe/Matt  Warner  entered  tbe  presidential 
race  by  filing  write-in  applications  before  midnight 
Thursday,  joining  the  teams  of  Jon  Bratt/Perry 
Bratt  and  Eric  Scholer/Eric  Ottesen. 

Final  results  from  the  Primary  Elections  had  the 
Bratts  with  814  votes;  Scholer/Ottesen,  645; 
Mugleston/Hatch,  526;  and  Grebe/Warner,  509.  The 
team  of  Douglas  Erekson  and  Randal  Edwards,  who 
tallied  1,392  votes  to  win  the  presidential  race, 
issued  a  statement  immediately  after  the  win 
withdrawing  from  the  race. 


After  receiving  a  variety  of  supporting  phone  calls 
when  the  results  of  the  Primary  Election  had  been 
announced,  Mugleston  and  Hatch  said  they  were 
convinced  they  should  “go  for  it”  in  the  finals. 
Believing  they  have  a  good  platform  to  go  as  far  as 
they  did  in  the  primaries,  Mugleston  said  extra  sup¬ 
port  from  other  presidential  candidates  will  increase 
the  odds  of  winning. 

Grebe  said  he  and  Warner  announced  their  write- 
in  candidacy  because  their  platform  “offers 
something  that  the  other  candidates  aren’t  offer¬ 
ing.”  The  team  believes  the  current  student  govern¬ 
ment  is  not  fulfilling  the  needs  and  desires  of  the 
students.  “We  have  an  equitable  solution  in  the 
forum  organization  that  will  serve  as  a  sounding 
board  to  gather  student  input,”  Grebe  said.

Science  museum  to  be  dedicated 


The  multi-million  dollar  Monte  L.  Bean  Life  Science  Museum  will  be  dedicated  March  28,  by  Presi¬ 
dent  N.  Eldon  Tanner.  Ceremonies  will  be  conducted  at  10  a.m.  in  the  Marriott  Center. 


President  N.  Eldon  Tanner,  first  counselor  in  the 
LDS  First  Presidency,  will  dedicate  the  Monte  L. 
Bean  Life  Science  Museum  March  28,  BYU  Presi¬ 
dent  Dallin  H.  Oaks  announced. 

The  address  and  dedicatory  prayer  will  be  offered 
by  President  Tanner  in  the  Marriott  Center  at  10 
a.m.,  followed  by  a  ribbon-cutting  ceremony  at  the 
museum. 

The  museum,  named  in  honor  of  Seattle 
businessman  and  philanthropist  Monte  L.  Bean, 
was  made  possible  by  a  joint  gift  from  Bean  and  his 
late  wife  Birdie.  Bean  and  members  of  his  family 
will  attend  the  dedication. 

“For  the  first  time  we  will  be  able  to  provide 
faculty,  students  and  the  public  with  a  superbly 
organized  research  and  display  center  for  the 
biological  sciences,’’  Dr.  Wilmer  W.  Tanner, 
museum  director  said. 

Oaks  said  the  museum  will  be  a  “focus  of  student 
and  faculty  work  in  the  life  sciences”  and  the  univer¬ 
sity  is  “deeply  grateful  to  Mr.  Bean  and  his  family 
for  their  generosity.” 

The  55,000-square  foot  building  has  three  levels 
containing  offices,  research  areas,  classrooms  and 
laboratories,  a  lecture  theater,  a  refrigerated  hide- 
storage  room,  a  workshop  and  other  related 
facilities. 

The  university’s  collections  of  insects,  birds,  eggs, 
plant  life,  reptiles  and  fishes  will  be  housed  in  the 
museum.  The  Bean  Memorial  Room  will  house 
prints  of  animals  photographed  by  Bean  in  Africa 
and  the  trophies  he  has  collected  in  hunting  and 
fishing  expeditions  throughout  the  world. 

Tours  will  be  available  to  the  public  free  of  charge 
after  April  3.

•  Universe  withholds 
lawsuit  poll  results 


The  Shannons,  from 
Grand  Rapids,  Mich., 
were  on  their  way  from 
Southern  California  to 
visit  their  daughter  here 
when  they  took  a  wrong 
turn.  Their  efforts  to  free 
the  motor  home  failed. 

The  vehicle  was  spot¬ 
ted  Friday  in  a  remote 
section  of  Sequoia 
National  Park  by  a  man 
flying  to  a  nearby  Boy 
Scout  camp.  Shannon 
was  soon  rescued,  and 
his  wife’s  body  wa§  flown 
out  by  helicopter. 

His  daughter  and  son- 
in-law,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
George  Spurr,  picked 
him  up  in  Visalia  Friday 
night  and  brought  him 
to  their  home. 

“If  my  mother  hadn’t 
died,  he  would  have 
tried  to  walk  out  of 
there,”  Mrs.  Spurr  said. 
“Even  in  death,  my 
mother  saved  my 
father’s  life.” 

Shannon  explained 
that  had  he  set  out  for 
help,  he  would  have 
walked  the  wrong  way  — 
toward  an  empty  Boy 
Scout  camp.  His 
daughter  said  he 
probably  would  liave 
died  in  the  snow. 

After  Shannon’s  wife 
of  52  years  died,  he 
wrapped  her  in  a  blanket 
and  kept  her  in  the 
motor  home.  He  said  he 
kept  the  gas  heat  off, 
staying  warm  by  wearing 
two  sets  of  union  suits, 
shirts,  sweaters,  coats 
and  pants. 

Shannon  had  stocked 
up  on  rice,  macaroni, 
spaghetti,  canned  goods, 
bread  and  milk  but  still 
lost  16  pounds  during  his 
ordeal. 

“It  was  like  a  dream,” 
he  said.  “I  didn’t  believe 
it  was  happening.” 

Shannon  said  he 
would  stay  with  his 
daughter  long  enough  to 
make  funeral  arrange¬ 
ments  for  his  wife. 
“Then  I  want  to  go  back 
home  and  sell  my 
house,”  he  said.  “I  have 
made  no  plans.  I  don’t 
even  want  to  think  about

iverse  to  publish  these 
results,”  Visick  said,  “or 
to  have  the  University 
appear  to  be  rallying 
public  opinion  one  way 
or  the  other.” 

“We  have  decided  to 
abide  by  the  University’s 
wishes,’’  Wadsworth 
said,  “especially  in  view 
of  the  evidence  of  ballot- 
stu^ng.  We  certainly  do 
not  want  to  be  the  vehi¬ 
cle  in  jeopardizing 
BYU’s  position  in  the 
lawsuit  and  the  lengthy 
legal  proceedings  that 
will  surely  follow.” 

The  editor  said  he 
regrets  the  incon¬ 
venience  to  the  readers 
who  took  time  to  fill  out 
the  brief  questionaire 
that  was  published  in 
last  Wednesday’s 
Universe. 

“We  are  disappointed 
some  students  would 
stuff  the  ballot  box  to 
distort  the  results,”  he 
added.  “One  admitted 
to  us  he  and  a  friend  had 
gathered  up  more  than 
50  ne^vspapers  and  cast 
negative  votes,” 
Wadsworth  said.  “In 
view  of  this,  any  story 
would  be  pure  fiction.” 

Asked  if  the  ad¬ 
ministration’s  request 
constituted  ‘‘cen¬ 
sorship,”  Wadsworth 
said,  “No.” 

“This  is  our  decision,” 
he  said.  “In  retrospect, 
we  feel  the  poll  may  have 
been  premature.  We 
should  nave  waited  until 
the  issues  were  more 
clear-cut,  until  the  legal 
battle  lines  were  drawn 
properly  and  the  moral 
issues  were  at  the  sur¬ 
face.  In  fact,  the  position 
and  rationale  of  the  Un¬ 
iversity  has  not  been 
fully  articulated  yet.” 

‘‘Such  plebicites 
might  work  for  some 
newspapers  —  like  the 
National  Observer  — 
which  are  mailed  to  their 
readerships,”  he  said. 
“But  we  discovered  for 
the  Universe  they  are  a 
disaster.  Extra  copies 
are  too  accessible  for 
those  who  want  to  dis¬ 
tort  the  results.” 


He  said  he  would  ask 
the  journalism  faculty  in 
the  Communications 
Department  to  assist  the 
Universe  in  setting  up  a 
more  accurate  method  of 
polling  students  on 
future  local  and  national 


“There  is  a  great  deal 
of  expertise  on  campus 
in  this  area,” 
Wadsworth  said.  “Next 
time,  with  a  better 
model  to  work  with, 
hopefully  we  will  be  on 
firmer  ground.”

Thomas  told  the 
magistrate  that  he  did 
not  have  enough  money 
to  hire  an  attorney,  and 
Sickler  said  he  would  ap¬ 
point  an  attorney  Tues¬ 
day.  The  man  also 
described  himself  to 
Sickler  as  “a  psychiatric 
case”  and  ask«d  to  see  a 
psychiatrist.  Sickler  told 
him  to  take  up  that  mat- 


ter  with  his  attorney. 

A  preliminary  hearing 
was  set  for  March  23. 

After  the  crewmen  es¬ 
caped,  FBI  agents  sur¬ 
rounded  the  plane.  They 
used  a  loudspeaker  to 
call  the  hijacker  by 
name  and  urged  him  to 
surrender.  Other  agents 
lowered  the  plane’s  rear 
-  stairway. 

A  few  minutes  later,  as 
the  sky  was  growing 
dark,  the  hijacker 
walked  down  the  stairs 
with  his  hands  over  his 
head.  Bob  Stapp,  an  air¬ 
port  spokesman,  repor¬ 
ted  the  man  said  simply, 
“I  surrender.” 

The  hijacker  had  said 
during  the  flight  that  he 
had  a  bomb  in  a  small 
airline  flight  bag  he 


carried  with  him,  but 
Rosack  said  the  bag  con¬ 
tained  only  books  and 
papers. 

Shortly  before  the 
man  gave  up,  a  radio 
c9nversation  between 
him  and  FBI  agents  was 
carried  on  commercial 
broadcast  stations. 

A  voice  identified  as 
that  of  the  hijacker  said, 
“I  have  nothing  to  say 
except  I  want  fuel  ... 
Look,  if  you  guys  are  so 
hot  to  bust  me,  you  can 
just  wait  until  I  get  to 
Cuba.”

A  thermostat  on  an 
oven  started  a  fire  which 
caused  more  than  $1,800 
in  damages  to  a  Provo 
restaurant  Saturday 
morning,  the  Provo  Fire 
Department  reported 
Monday. 

The  fire  occurred  at 
Heaps  Brick  Oven  Pizza, 
111  E.  800  North,  bet¬ 
ween  11:30  a.m.  and 
noon.  An  early  warning 
heat  sensing  system  in 
the  building  summoned 
firefighters  to  the  site 
before  restaurant 
workers  knew  there  was 
a  problem,  but  they  were 
unable  to  find  the  fire, 
owner  Glee  Zumbrennen 


firefighters  left  after 
making  an  inspection 
and  had  to  be  called 
back  when  the  ceiling 
above  an  oven  caught

‘Our  cooks  were  able 
to  put  out  the  visible  fire 
with  an  extinguisher,” 
Zumbrennen  said,  “but 
the  fire  department 
squirted  a  little  water  on 
the  exhaust  pipes  above 
tbe  oven.  They  were  very 
hot.”  He  saicl  there  was 
no  water  damage  as  a 
result  of  the  firefighting 
operations  and  the  quick 
actions  of  his  employees 
and  the  fire  department 
prevented  “what  could 
have  been  a  real 
problem.” 

The  restaurant  was 
closed  for  a  few  hours  to 
facilitate  repairs. 

“I  think  the  fire 
department  estimate  on 
the  damage  is  way  too 
much,”  Zumbrennen 
said.  “We  had  the  major 
damage  repaired  in  just 
a  few  hours  and  were 
able  to  open  for  evening 
business.” 

Zumbrennen  said  the 
oven  had  been  checked 
and  serviced  the  night 
before,  but  the  cooks 
were  not  aware  how  hot 
it  was  getting  when  the 
fire  started.

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Cougars  sweep  series 
with  win  over  Waseda

Maybe  for  the  next  home  baseball 
game,  BYU’s  Clyde  Nelson  will  get  his 
name  included  on  the  program’s  roster. 

Nelson  belted  a  home  run  to  dead- 
center  field  in  the  bottom  of  the  ninth 
with  Vance  Law  on  thircL  breaking  a  5- 
5  tie  which  gave  the  Cougars  a  7-5 
come-from-behind  victory  over 
Waseda  University  of  Japan  yesterd^ 
afternoon  on  the  Cougars’  home  field. 
The  win  gave  BYU  a  sweep  of  the 
three-game  series  with  Waseda. 

“I  was  expecting  his  fast  ball,”  said 
Nelson  afterwards  in  explaining  the 
last  play  of  the  game.  “It  sure  is  fun  to 
end  it  that  way.  Kitaguchi  was  cer¬ 
tainly  their  best  pitcher,”  said  Nelson. 
Waseda  used  four  men  on  the  mound 
in  the  contest,  giving  up  nine  hits.  The 
homer  was  Nelson’s  second  of  the  game 
and  fourth  of  the  year. 

Nelson’s  climactic  act  followed  Don 
Valgardson’s  three-run  homer  in  the 
top  of  the  eighth  which  tied  the  game 
at  5-5  with  an  inning  to  be.  played. 

Waseda’s  A.  Okado  scurried  to  a 
double  on  a  hit  deep  to  left  field  in  the 
top  of  the  ninth,  and  advanced  to  third 
base  on  a  infield  grounder  to  third  by 
C.  Yamaoka.  But  BYU’s  Tyler  Stein- 
bach  shut  down  Waseda  with  Okado 
standing  on  third  with  the  score  knot¬ 
ted  at  5-5,  bringing  Waseda’s  sharp 
defense  a  final  challenge  in  the  Cougar 
ninth. 

Vance  Law  started  the  Cougars’  late 
rally  on  a  single  up  the  middle.  Tim 
Anderson  sacrificed  on  a  bunt  to  ad¬ 
vance  Law  to  second  and  Nelson  step¬ 
ped  up  and  hit  the  clincher. 


BYU  trailed  almost  the  entire  con¬ 
test  as  Waseda  took  BYU’s  starting 
pitcher  Burt  Bradley  for  four  runs  (two 
earned)  on  ten  hits  —  four  of  Waseda’s 
hits  coming  in  the  first  inning  as  the 
Japanese  jumped  off  to  a  2-0  lead. 
Sloppy  Cougar  fielding  added  to  the 
early  Waseda  lead  as  hobbled  groun¬ 
ders  and  two  uncontrolled  balls  at  the 
plate  allowed  Waseda  scores.  Bradley 
found  himself  on  the  short  end  of  the 
count  with  men  on  base  for  most  of  his 
four-inning  reign. 

Bradley  was  relieved  by  Greg  Peter¬ 
son  who  gave  up  one  run  and  a  hit 
before  Steinbach  took  control  in  the 
sixth  inning. 

The  Japanese  were  without  any 
errors  for  the  third  game  against  BYU. 
Their  12  hits  were  well  placed  but  the 
visitors  lacked  the  power  batters  to 
score  the  big  runs. 

A  turning  point  in  the  game  may 
have  been  in  the  bottom  of  the  fifth 
when  Waseda’s  M.  Saskai  was  called 
out  for  running  inside  the  third  base 
line  while  approaching  home  plate  af¬ 
ter  teammate  1.  Nagaseki  hit  down  the 
first  baseline  to  Valgardson. 
Valgardson  attempted  to  make  the 
play  by  rifling  the  ball  back  to  BYU 
catcher  Lenny  Tsuhako,  but  the  ball 
struck  Nagasaki’s  helmet  and  bounded 
out  of  play.  Waseda  held  a  slim  4-2 
lead  and  the  out  by  Saskai  hurt. 

After  the  contest,  BYU’s  pitching 
coach,  Vernon  Law,  former  pitcher 
with  the  Pittsburgh  Pirates  and  Cy 
Young  Award  winner  in  1960,  gave  the 
Waseda  pitchers  some  pointers,  which 
they  anxiously  accepted  by  gathering 
around  the  former  professional,  who 
was  included  last  year  in  balloting  for 
the  Baseball  Hall  of  Fame.

NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  Butch  Lee,  the  dynamic 
backcourt  catalyst  at  Marquette,  was  named  winner 
Monday  of  the  Adolph  Rupp  Trcmhy  as  The 
Associated  Press  college  basketball  Player  of  the 
Year. 

Lee,  the  head  man  of  Marquette’s  proud  1977 
national  champions,  was  in  a  different  ballpark  than 
his  nearest  competitor,  leading  North  Carolina 
guard  Phil  Ford  by  a  2-to-l  margin. 

Larry  Bird,  Indiana  State’s  high-powered  forward, 
placed  third  in  the  voting;  Mychal  Thompson,  Min¬ 
nesota’s  nimble  center,  was  fourth;  and  Freeman 
Williams,  the  high-scoriiig  Portland  State  ace,  roun¬ 
ded  out  the  top  five. 

Lee  was  the  gadfly  of  Marquette’s  NCAA  cham¬ 
pions  last  year  and  continued  m  that  role  this  season 
while  leading  the  powerful  Warriors  into  the  NCAA 
playoffs,  where  they  were  upset  in  the  first  round 
last  Saturday  by  Miami  of  Ohio. 

His  scoring  average  ,  was  down  a  couple  of  points 
from  last  year,  kt  17.3,  but  his  all-around  perfor¬ 
mance  was  up,  according  to  many  observers. 

“Last  year,”  says  Marquette  rookie  Coach  Hank 
Raymonds,  “he  didn’t  have  to  do  anything  but  shoot 
because  of  the  way  we  played.” 

“He’s  adjusted  real  well  this  year.  He’s  doing 
everything  a  good  all-around  guard  should  do.  He’s 
always  been  a  super  penetrator,  but  now  when  he 
penetrates  he  passes  off,  too.  I  just  can’t  say  enough 
about  him  —  except  that  he’s  the  best  all-around 
guard  in  the  country.  When  he  has  to,  he  can  take 
control  of  a  game.

Tuesday, 


Honey  at  home 


Beekeeping  hobby 
sparked  by  book

Beekeeping  is  the  new  hobby  of  the 
BYU  Press  acquisitions  editor  since 
she  co-authored  a  book  on  the  subject. 

Louise  G.  Hanson  recently  saw  “The 
Basic  Beekeeping  and  Honey  Book” 
published  by  the  McKay  Publishing 
Company  in  New  York,  the  project 
that  started  it  all. 

“There  is  .  nothing  more  fascinating 
than  the  cultural  life  of  bees,  and  their 
honey  is  so  good,”  she  said. 

Mrs.  Hanson,  who  keeps  a  beehive 
at  her  home  in  Provo,  didn’t  go  into  the 
bee  business  until  after  she  wrote  the 
book.  Her  bees,  she  added,  are  doing 
well. 

Mrs.  Hanson  was  approached  by 
Lily  A.  Davis,  co-author  of  the  book 
and  a  close  friend,  about  the 
possibility  of  publishing  a  book  of 
honey  recipes.  Mrs.  Hanson  thought  a 
book  which  also  described  how  to 
produce  your  own  honey  would  be  a 


better  idea,  as  honey  recipes  were  com¬ 
mon. 

While  doing  research  for  the  book, 
Mrs.  Hanson  discovered  that  experts 
on  beekeeping  don’t  take  the  novice 
into  account. 

Capitalizing  on  this  oversight,  she 
wrote  a  basic  book  on  beekeeping,  then 
followed  the  instructions  in  her 
manuscript  to  start  her  own  hive. 

Mrs.  Hanson  said  she  feels  her  job  at 
BYU  Press  prepared  her  to  write  a 
book.  As  acquisitions  editor  she  is  con¬ 
stantly  alert  for  possible  manuscripts 
for  the  Press  to  publish.  She  attends 
lectures  on  campus  and  conventions 
across  the  United  States  looking-for 
possible  scholarly,  educational  or 
regional  texts. 

Mrs.  Hansen  also  works  with  the 
manuscripts  once  they  are  accepted  for 
publication,  often  editing  and 
sometimes  rewriting.

The  sewer  ordinance  will  allow 
businesses  which  use  less  water  for 
sewer  to  use  more  water  for  landscap¬ 
ing  during  the  summer  months.

In  the  latest  program 
of  the  Cousteau  Odyssey 
series,  Cousteau  and  his 
fellow  explorers  search 
one  of  the  earliest  exam¬ 
ples  in  the  more  than 
2000-year-old  store  of 
Grecian  art.  They 
recover  it  and  then 
return  to  Greece  the  Gre¬ 
cian  treasures  they  dis¬ 
cover  at  the  underwater 
site,  where  a  Roman  ship 
sank  in  the  first  century, 
B.C.,  in  the  Aegean  Sea. 

Cousteau  and  his  son 
Philippe  are  the  ex¬ 
ecutive  producers  of 
“Diving  for  Roman 
Plunder,”  the  second  of 
the  four  all-new 
“Cousteau  Odyssey” 
specials  being  presented 
on  PBS  during  the  1977- 
78  season.
